OUR GREEK-AMERICANS 


Replying to a committee of 
Greeks in New York, Venizelos 
urged his countrymen in Amer- 
ica to fight under the American 
flag, ‘“‘whieh,’’ he said, ‘‘is a 
symbol of the highest ideals of 
‘wankind.’’ loyalty to their king 
and their preference for the re- 
publican ideals of Venizelos who 
represents the democratic spirit 
of Greece and who is unofficially 
the ally of the United States and 
the entente allies with whom he 
is fighting in Macedonia. 

Recent events have been turn- 
ing the Greek-Americans more 
and more to the cause of Venize- 
los. Loyal to America, they are 
naturally eager to line up with 
America’s friends rather than 
with the kaiser’s friends. Now 
Venizelos urges those Greeks, who 
long to back up their views with 
appropriate action, to fight un- 
der the American flag, which rep- 
resents to him ‘‘the highest ideals 
of mankind.’’
